DISCUSSION:

Guest Speaker: Board invited Dan Laprade of Mass Water Works Association to give
presentation on MWWA remote learning policy. Board may decide to require some of the
following practices in Board distance learning policy.

Reviewed the policy and practice of MWWA in administering on-line remote learning webinars
and in particular how the association confirms participant attendance. Notes:

e Use Zoom platform, session is recorded, sign in/out procedure, attendees must sign in at
beginning and out an end, use of chat feature, periodic poll questions that are recorded,
completion of course evaluation via Survey Monkey, confirm by cell phone if necessary,
course requires computer with mic/speaker capability and good internet connection.

Guest Speaker: Board invited John Murphy of DEP Waste-Water Certification Board to give
Board an update of waste water operator training. Notes:

e 3800 active WW licenses, there are a wide range of training providers nationwide, 2400
board approved courses, traditionally majority of courses were held in person, by
necessity transitioned to remote on-line training, many courses are self-paced, board has
approved many remote training programs across a number of platforms, training
providers have a number of way of confirming participation, many providers limit
session to 1 to 3 hours in order to not exceed attention span, feedback from attendees is
limited in on-line environment vs in person, some vendors ensure participation by
sending link to training session by email to the attendee and require follow-up
communications.



Board Member Reid reviewed the “Basic Distribution” Course provided in online format by
Bristol Community College. The Course is a prerequisite to sit for D2, D3, D4 exam. BCC has
submitted a remote on-line training policy which has been approved by the Board. Policy
confirms participant attendance.

Member Reid asked if the Basic Distribution course offered by Bristol Community College had
been approved temporarily, during the state of emergency, or whether the approval was long-
term. A MOTION was made by Member Salomaa, seconded by Member Lukis, to approve the
curriculum for good. Board Vote: UNANIMOUS.
